SUCCESS OF CANADIAN: TRADE 
MISSION IS ALREADY ASSURED 


$ THE SECOND WEEK. of the Canadian Trade Mission’s tour of the industrial centres of 

Britain nears its close the success of the visit seems assured beyond even the most optimistic 

pectations. The Leader of the Mission, the Canadiam Minister of Trade and Commerce, 

Mr. Gordon Churchill, has said: ‘It is obvious to us all now that this Mission will have a much more 
far-reaching effect than: what we hadin mind when we came here.’ 


The Mission confess to being greatly impressed by what they have seen, and to having revised 
their views about British industrial productivity. ‘Production tempo: is pray pence we wah 
imagined,’ said-Mr; Churchill. ‘It looks as if, when we get back home, we shall catch up 
you British in the fields of productivity and salesmans ip. * On a long-term basis he forecast a very 
considerable increase in Canadian orders. “35 4

In the absence of Sir John Cockcroft, Director of the Establish- 
ment, the Mission were received by Dr. B. J. F. Schonland. They 
saw scientists lower uranium fuel bars into an experimental atomic 
reactor and heard guides explain the basic principles of converting 
atomic energy into power by means of controlled chain reaction. 
The delegates also saw the ways in which British atomic research is 
contributing to the development of medicine and industry throughout 
the world through the export of radioactive isotopes, one of the major 
by-products of atomic energy development. Dr. Schonland told the 
Mission that each year Harwell sells radioisotopes worth half million 
pounds sterling to hospitals and industry; over one-third of this going 
to export markets. 

Mission members from agricultural areas were particularly inter- 
ested in ways and means gamma rays can be used to sterilize bulk 
food stores and prevent bacterial decay. 


‘Giant Strides in British Aviation’ 


From Harwell delegates rejoined the train for the journey to Bristol, 
where the Mission split into two sections, the main party going on to 
visit the Bristol Aeroplane Works at Filton and the smaller party to the 
site of the new Atomic Energy Station at Berkeley. 

At the aeroplane works the Mission saw assembly work in progress 
on one of the new 120-seater Britannia turbojet airliners being built 
for Canadian Pacific Airlines. Another five Britannias are being built 
at B.A.C. works in Northern Ireland, and the Canadian Pacific has 
an option to purchase five more next summer. 

The Managing Director of B.A.C., Mr. Peter Masefield, spoke of 
the giant strides made in British aviation leading to the development 
of the Britannia as the world’s fastest long-range airliner in commercial 
service. “The Britannia has flown non-stop from Bristol to Vancouver 
in 14 hours,’ he said. “This means that if any of you gentlemen would 
like to go home now we could have you in Canada in time for dinner 
tonight. That’s the reason why the Britannia is a world beater.’ 

The Chairman of the Bristol Company, Sir Reginald Verdon 
Smith, spoke of the growth of the company’s subsidiaries in Canada, 
where they have nearly seven million dollars invested in four major 
aircraft and aero engine plants. 

Mr. Churchill said that was the sort of intermingling of British and 
Canadian interests the Mission hoped to promote. 

Before leaving Bristol members of the Mission mingled with West 
of England businessmen at a reception in the big glass and steel canteen 
overlooking the Bristol company’s testing runways. It was then that 
Mr. Churchill mounted a packing case as an impromptu dais to sum 
up results of the first day’s tour. ‘It has been a t experience 
to see at first hand the way in which Britain has pulled hard to complete 
recovery from the effects of two wars in 40 years,’ he said. “That is 
the story we are going home to tell: the great and impressive story of 
great British enterprise.’ 

From Bristol the Mission took train to Cardiff, where they were 
entertained at a ceremonial banquet in Cardiff Castle given by the 
Industrial peti nea of Wales and Monmouthshire. 


In South Wales 


The vast Abbey Works of the Steel Company of Wales was the 
first call by 30 members of the Mission on November 27. Here again 
the Mission were suitably impressed. Mr. James Duncan, Deputy 
Leader, remarked, ‘Many of us expected to see something pretty 
old-fashioned. What they saw is bigger and more modern than 

anything in Canada.’ The delegates were received by Mr. Harald 
Peake, Chairman of the company, who briefly outlined progress made 
since the company was formed ten years ago. Their first task, he said, 
was to satisfy the home market. Exports to Canada had been in the 
region of only £500,000 a year directly, but indirect exports, such as 
cars and tractors, had been considerably more. In future they would 
look carefully into the possibilities of the Canadian market. 

Mr. Churchill said there was a market in Canada for the steel and 
tinplate poy of Wales. It was a field for which there was the highest 
opportunity. The was ‘wide open.’ 

Later, in London, Mr. Peake said he was delighted with the 
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goodwill and enthusiasm shown by the Mission. Opportunities in 
Canada must be exploited with better effect than hitherto. The 
immediate result of the visit would be decisions by more firms to 
get first-hand knowledge of conditions in a country for which a 
magnificent future seemed assured. 

Other members of the Mission visited the British Nylon Spinners’ 
factory at Pontypool. ‘What a factory!’ remarked one delegate before 
they left for Coventry. The factory is the largest nylon spinning 
factory in Europe and employs a staff of 3,500. 

The programme in the Midlands on Thursday comprised visits 
to the Standard Motor Company, Coventry; Automotive Products 
Company, Leamington Spa; Jaguar Cars; Coventry Gauge and Tool 
Company; Rootes Group; Rover Company; B.S.A. Tools; Joseph 
Lucas Limited; Rolls-Royce Works, Derby; and the Raleigh Cycles 
Company works. 

Details were given to the Mission of a plan to export components 
made in Coventry at the Standard factory, for assembly in American 
tractors in Detroit. The company make tractors for Massey-Harris- 
Ferguson. They have recently completed a £4,500,000 scheme to 
equip their factories with automatic plant for production of a new 
model tractor. These Coventry-built tractors are sent to all parts of 
the world except North America, which is supplied from Massey- 
Harris-Ferguson’s plant in Detroit. 


The Mission expressed the opinion that one of the most promising 
means of increasing British sales in Canada was by taking more 
British-built tractors. ‘We buy $100 million worth of tractors every 
year from the United States and only $2 million from Britain,’ a 
delegate said. “This is something we can surely step up.” 

Sir William Rootes, Chairman of the Rootes Group, welcomed the 
delegates at his company’s works, and at the Jaguar factory Sir William 
Lyons, Chairman and Managing Director, showed the visitors a 
car already sold to the Canadian High Commissioner, Mr. G. A, 
Drew. Members commented on the quality of the work and workers 
and of the efficiency of the factories. At Nottingham Mr. Harold V. 
Lush, of Toronto, President of the Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, said he had seen no evidence of lethargy among British workers. 
“We have got to take lessons from you in productivity and engineering,’ 
he added. 

Another interesting visit was to the works of Joseph Lucas Limited 
at Birmingham. This company worked on the original Whittle engine 
and have since developed fuel and combustion systems for gas 
turbines. 

At Derby the visitors saw an exhibition of Rolls-Royce gas turbine 
engines, the company’s research and development establishment and 
high altitude test plane now nearing completion. 


‘New Face of British Industry’ 


To enable the Mission to see as many representative forms in 
different industries as possible, the members were again divided into 
groups on November 29. They continued their tour of the Midlands, 
visiting heavy engineering works, plants making electrical equipment 
(some of it for atomic power stations), motor works and tool factories. 
Firms visited were Accles & Pollock Ltd., steel tube manufacturers, 
Oldbury; John Thompson Ltd., engineers, Wolverhampton; General 
Electrical Company, Witton; British Motor Corporation, Coventry; 
Garringtons Ltd., drop forgings, and Alfred Herbert Ltd., machine 
tools, Coventry. 

The Mission saw more of what Mr. R. P. Brookes, Chairman of 
Garringtons, a subsidiary of Guest, Keen and Nettlefolds, described 
as ‘the new face of British industry.’ They visited one of the most 
modern forging plants in Europe, and at John Thompson’s saw 
boilerhouse plant and pressure vessels for atomic power stations. 
In the four works, covering 30 acres in the Midlands, of Alfred Herbert 
Ltd., the Mission were informed that the company’s 5,700 employees 
use 2,100 machine tools of all kinds. 


While members of the mission were visiting Austin’s at Long- 
bridge, Birmingham, the factory broke all previous in car 
production. A total of 1,066 cars were produced on that day, 33 more 
a previous daily record, and the weekly record was exceeded 

y 21. 

Mr. George Harriman, joint managing director of the British Motor 
Corporation, told the delegation that over 50 per cent. of British cars 
exported to Canada were made by B.M.C., whose exports to Canada 
were now running at the rate of $400,000 a week. 

Among members of the delegation Which Visited the Accles & 
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Pollock tube works at Oldbury, near Birmingham, was Mr. Ian 
McRae, vice president of the Canadian firm which is building Canada’s 
first atomic power reactor. The reactor will use Accles & Pollock 
Zircaloy pressure tubes, which are made only in Britain and the 
United States. 


Mr. McRae cited this as an example of the type of product which 
Canada wants to buy from Britain. He said “Canada is a manufacturing 
country, and we don’t want to buy from you the things we can make 
ourselves. These special pressure tubes we can’t make, and they can 
represent a big business in Canada.’ 


In speeches during the early days of the tour, Mr. Churchill 
stressed three points: that the Mission has been made thoroughly 
aware of Britain’s recovery and achievement; that Canada is anxious 
to increase her purchases from the United Kingdom, but that exporters 
must put more into salesmanship and publicity. 


Britain is “Too Modest’ 


At Birmingham he said that United Kingdom exports to Canada 
had fallen from 18 per cent. of the total at the beginning of World 
War II to rather less than 9 per cent. today and that Canada’ would 
like to get that back. Asked later what such an increase would mean to 
the United Kingdom, he and Sir William Rootes said that the pre- 
war figure represented over $1,000 million worth of trade. 


Mr. Churchill added that the Mission had been impressed by the 
efficiency they had seen and by the great amount of research being 
done in industry. He thought that autornation was being introduced 
here at a rate not exceeded by any other country. “When you base 
your industry firmly on first class apprenticeship training plus excel- 
lent research facilities, I think that there is no doubt that you form 
the basis for establishing your position as leaders of world manu- 
facturers.’ Mr. Churchill also referred to Britain’s great number of 
‘Firsts’ - the discoveries in which Britain had led the world — but 
suggested that we were sometimes too modest to give adequate 
publicity to our achievements; for instance, he and other members 
of the Mission had been surprised to learn that a British firm was 
responsible for floodlighting the Niagara Fallsim Canada. He wondered 
why no one had told them of this. It raised the question of whether 
there was enough advertising of British goods in Canada. ‘Perhaps 
we will have discussions on ways of increasing publicity for British 
achievements before the conference ends,’ he said. 


Meetings with Industrialists 


Announcing that members of the Mission would be available to 
meet British manufacturers in London on December 13 and 16, Sir 
William Rootes said, ‘Never before has there been such a flood of 
inquiries to the Board of Tradé and Dollar Exports Council as that 
from members of industry who want to receive visits from the Mis- 
sion.’ He warned, however, that it might be inpeseibie for all firms 
to meet the Mission who made application. 

Mr. Lush remarked that he had never seen such a high tempo 
of work in any country, Canada and the United States included, as 
in some of the Midlands factories. 


‘More Aggressive Merchandising’ 

On Saturday, the Mission were welcomed in the Windscale Atomic 
Plant Canteen by Mr. K. B. Ross, director of operations, United 
Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority, then. split into parties and ete 
for a two hours’ tour of Calder Hall Atomic power station. 

Bich party was in the charge'ol & dllligy echentiot, including MN 
T. Tuohy, the deputy works general manager at Windscale, and Mr. 
R. Gouldthrop, the Calder Hall power station manager. There was no 
inapection of the ‘Windecele PRER Wire abe two Tenctors eral 
closed. 

It was when the Mission reached Edinburgh that Mr. 
stressed the need for more salesmanship on the part of United 
dom exporters. 

‘In five days we have been af Beh ear rau he said.

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your door, but nothing can get over the fact that we have had to 
come over here.’ 

In view of suggestions that Britain is at times late on delivery 
dates, Mr. George Gaherty, President of Montreal Engineering 
Company which builds and operates power stations in North and 
South America, offered interesting comment. He said his company 
is looking more and more to Britain to supply it with high duty 
generating plant. ‘In ten years since the end of the war we have spent 
some $5 million in Britain. We got good value for every cent. 
If present trends continue and your manufacturers can continue 
to supply the goods we need, then we hope to double that amount 
over the next ten years.’ 

Mr. Gaherty said that just before he left Canada he cablzd Metro- 
politan-Vickers in Manchester to ask if they could advance by six 
months the delivery date of two big generators. It was a difficult 
request and one which many international manufacturers would not 
have been able to meet. ‘But I am glad to say that Metrovick were very 
hopeful in our first contacts and it is now almost certain we will be 
able to have the plant ahead of time.’ The two generators, for a power 
station in Venezuela, are worth $3 million. 


Scottish Tour 


Monday and Tuesday were devoted to visiting the following firms 
in Scotland: Brown Bros. & Co. Ltd., marine engineers, Edinburgh; 
British Hydro Carbon Chemicals Ltd., Grangemouth; Bruce Peebles 
& Co. Ltd., heavy electrical engineering, Pilton, Edinburgh; Harland 
Engineering Co. Ltd., Alloa, Clackmannanshire; Ballantines Ltd., 
Peebles; Gibson & Lumgair, Ltd., Selkirk; C. & J. Weir, Ltd., 
marine auxiliaries, Cathcart, Glasgow; Glenfield & Kennedy, Ltd., 
Kilmarnock; Thermotank Ltd., heating and ventilating equipment, 
Glasgow; Pressed Steel Co. Ltd., railway rolling stock, Paisley; 
Motherwell Bridge and Engineering Co. Ltd., Lanarkshire; 
Babcock & Wilcox Ltd., power station equipment, Renfrew; Alex 
Stephen & Sons Ltd., shipbuilders, Glasgow; Saxone Shoe Co., 
Kilmarnock, and Johnnie Walker, Kilmarnock. 
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On Monday, several parties visited the industrial establishments 
mentioned above, in Edinburgh, Glasgow, Alloa, Paisley, Kilmarnock, 
Grangemouth, Hawick, Peebles and Selkirk. 

At Bruce Peebles, the visitors were particularly interested in the 
number of distribution transformers, now nearing completion, which 
will be exported to electricity supply authorities in Canada. Mr. 
Donald M. Stephens, president and general manager of the Winnipeg 
Electrical Co., said he was impressed by the manner in which switch 
industries had brought themselves into such a high scale of production. 

Members of the delegation were impressed by the overseas selling 
organization of Bruce Peebles, a combination in which a number 
of British electrical manufacturers participate, and the Canadians 
thought it was an example which other British industrialists might 
profitably follow. 

At Brown Brothers, Sir William Wallace, managing director of 
the concern, welcoming the guests, referred to the steam catapault 
which the firm produce for the Royal Navy and the Denny-Brown 
stabilizers which have been fitted in many of the world’s great liners, 

The members of the mission were especially interested in the 
stabilizers being constructed for the liner Queen Mary, and were 
shown models of them, which are the same as those fitted to the 
Queen Elizabeth. A third group visited Peebles and Selkirk to call on 
firms of woollen manufacturers, and another went to Hawick. 

In Glasgow, Kilmarnock and Paisley, two separate groups visited 
engineering works and on Monday evening, the mission re-assembled 
in Glasgow for a dinner with members of Glasgow Chamber of 
Commerce. 

On Wednesday and Thursday the Mission toured the Manchester 
and Liverpool areas visiting, among others, firms who make glass, 
heavy electrical equipment, cables, railway equipment, aircraft, 
electronic equipment, motor car and industrial engines, pottery, 
tyres, and sports goods. 

On Monday night Mr. Churchill announced that he was flying 
back to Canada for consultation with the Canadian Prime Minister, 
Mr. Diefenbaker, but would rejoin the Mission next week.

Parliamentary Secretary Stresses Need for Firms to 
Prepare for European Free Trade Area 


THE IMPORTANCE of preparations by individual firms to meet the 
changed patterns of trade in the European Free Trade Area was 
emphasized by the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, 
Mr. F. J. Erroll, at a conference attended by representatives of 
industry, trade unions and trade associations in the South Western 
Region held at Bristol, on Tuesday. The Conference was arranged 
by the United Kingdom Council of the European Movement in 
collaboration with the South Western Regional Board for Industry. 
The Chairman of the Regional Board, Brigadier-General A. L. W. 
Newth, presided, In addition to Mr. Erroll, speakers included Mr. 
Arthur Bottomley, a former Parliamentary Under Secretary of State for 
the Dominions and Secretary for Overseas Trade, Board of Trade, and 
a delegate to the United Nations and the Council of Europe, and Mr. 
Christopher Hollis, a former Member of Parliament and a member 
of the Executive Council of the United Kingdom C.E.M. 


The purpose of the meeting was to provide an opportunity for 
industrialists and trade unionists in the South Western Region to 
discuss, ask questions and obtain information about the proposed 
European Free Trade Area. The United Kingdom Council are not 
themselves agents of propaganda commending the proposal, but are 
interested in stimulating discussion about it and the South Western 
Regional Board for Industry promoted the meeting as a step towards 
wider understanding. 


Broad Measure of Support 


Mr. Erroll said a good deal of time had been spent on arguing the 
dangers of not securing a Free Trade Area and on the risks and 
opportunities which it would bring with it. He thought perhaps the 
time might be coming when those arguments could be left behind, 
H.M. Government was now engaged in detailed high level negotiations 
to bring a Free Trade Area into being. It was doing so with a broad 
measure of support on both sides of industry and in the major political 
parties. This support was not unanimous and there were many 
industrialists, trade union representatives and politicians who had 
fundamental and sincere doubts about the wisdom of the decision 
that had been made. Many others who on balance supported the idea 
had important reservations and strong views about the conditions on 
which this country should enter a Free Trade Area and the safeguards 
we should seek. But a majority of those who were concerned with the 
effects of the Government’s decision thought it was the right one, 
and some time or other the Government had to take this broad measure 
of support for granted and go on from there, considering in more 
detail what sort of agreement we should try to secure in Europe and 
what plans we should be making to live with it. 


Mr. Erroll said he did not propose therefore to go over the general 
arguments for and against having a Free Trade Area, except to reaffirm 
his conviction that change was not something which was offered 
to us to take or reject. ‘Our choice seems to me to be of rather a 
different nature,’ he continued, ‘We can either accept change actively, 
with all its economic and human consequences, preparing ourselves 
for it and attempting in our various ways to influence its direction, or 
we can let events assume control and in the end allow the inevitable 
to find us unprepared. The changes I am thinking about now are in the 
field of trade which seems to me to be becoming ever more com- 
petitive. Large industrial countries like the United States are con- 
stantly taking fuller advantage of the economies of scale which 
technological change and their large home markets make possible. 
Less developed countries are becoming increasingly self-sufficient. 
Smaller industrial countries such as those in Western Europe are 
finding that they are denied the full benefits. of large-scale production 
by the smallness of their markets and are looking round for ways in 
which they can organize their industries on a scale more appropriate 
to the second half of the twentieth century. It is this movement 
which seems to me irresistible, and I hope that it will not take us by 
surprise.

Secondly, low wages are not by any 
means synonymous with low labour costs, for if labour is cheap there 
is a tendency to use it wastefully. High labour costs can be a very 
powerful spur to. the installation of modern machinery and to a 
search for more efficient methods of production. In the United States 
we see an outstanding example of this trend. Homes and factories are 
well-equipped in a country where human labour has become a valuable 
commodity. To my mind this is as it should be. It is right that a 
society should regard its human resources as its most precious 
possession and that all its skill and ingenuity should be directed 
towards conserving those resources and providing more leisure for 
everybody.

Chinese Economic and Technical 
Mission’s Visit Ended 


THE CHINESE ECONOMIC and Technical Mission, which has been 
touring the country during the past few weeks at the invitation of the 
Sino-British Trade Council, comprising the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, the China Association, the Federation of 
British Industries, the London Chamber of Commerce and the 
National Union of Manufacturers, left Britain on Wednesday. This 
was announced on Monday by The Sino-British Trade Council 
(President: Sir Hugh Beaver), who provided the following report on 
their visit. 

The Mission arrived in two parties, on September 5 and October 
22. The first comprised eight textile engineers, and the second 
party of twenty included technicians covering a very wide range of 
industries and processes. This was led by Dr. Chi Chao-ting, Execu- 
tive Head of the China Committee for the Promotion of International 
Trade. 


Visits to a comprehensive range of factories, research associations, 
financial and agricultural establishments, etc., were arranged for both 
parties by a Liaison Office specially set up by the Sino-British Trade 
Council. They have included visits to Calder Hall and Harwell, 
and to official organizations such as the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research, the Patent Office and the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department. 


In order to be able to cover as wide a field as possible, the Mission 
split up into small parties. As a result, although over 150 firms were 
able to show the Mission their factories, plant, etc., some of its 
members spent as much as a week with individual firms and travelled 
around their various installations in different parts of the country. 
Nevertheless, the Mission’s programme has been a full one and its 
members have been kept extremely busy. 


The basic purposes of the Mission’s visit have been to study at 
first hand what British industry has to offer, and to examine United 
Kingdom technological achievements. The programme organized by 
the Sino-British Trade Council was drawn up with these ends in 
view, so that the Mission would return to China with a first-class 
knowledge of Britain’s industrial progress. The supplementary visits 
to trade and official organizations were designed to give a wide 
conspectus on related economic and research matters. 


It was not expected that the Mission itself would discuss business, 
since it consisted of technical rather than commercial representatives. 
Nevertheless, it has been so impressed by particular aspects of 
industry in the United Kingdom that orders have been placed for 
textile machinery and, in other cases, tenders have been requested. 
The Sino-British Trade Council hopes however, that further opport- 
unities will be revealed after the Mission has returned to China and 
has been able to assess the results of its visit. Talks have nevertheless 
been held on general questions concerned with the future promotion 
of Sino-British trade. 


National Boat Show 


FIELD-MARSHAL VISCOUNT MONTGOMERY will open the fourth 
National Boat Show at Empire Hall, Olympia, on New Year’s Day, 
1958. The show will be double the size of the first show of this kind, 
held three years ago, and will occupy 200,000 square feet, covering 
three floors of the Empire Hall. 


The show will be open from January 1-11 (10 a.m. till 9 p.m. 
daily) and 250 firms from Britain’s ship and boat building industry 
will be represented. Exhibits will range from £10 build-it-yourself 
dinghies to ocean-going cruisers valued at £10,000. The Boat Show 
is presented by the Daily Express in association with the Ship and 
Boatbuilders’ National Federation. Admission will be 3s. for adults 
and is. 6d. for children under 16 (except on opening day, when 
admission is 10s. until 5 p.m., then normal prices). 








| Stocks of Manufacturing Industry 


Provisional Estimate of Larger 
Increase During Third Quarter 


of 1957 


PROVISIONAL ESTIMATES based on returns so far received from 
companies contributing to the Board of Trade’s inquiry into stocks 
held by manufacturing i indicate an increase of about 2} per 
cent. in the total value of stocks and work in progress during the third 
quarter of this year. This is larger than the increases during the previous 
quarter and during the third quarter of 1956 (both about 1} per cent.). 
A substantial increase in the value of stocks held by iron and steel 
companies contributed to the larger increase. 

The value of stocks of finished goods showed little change and the 
increase in the total was due to increases of about 4 per cent. in the 
value of both materials and fuel and work in progress. 

For the first nine months of this year the prions estimate 
is of an increase of 8} per cent. the same as during the 
period of 1956. 

Any revisions to these estimates of changes during the third quarter 
and greater detail of the stock changes will be published in an article 
in the Board of Trade Journal about the middle of next month.

Stocks of Materials outside Manufacturing 
Industry 


IT If PROVISIONALLY estimated that the aggregate value of 
recorded stocks of industrial materials, other than foodstuffs and fuel, 
held outside manufacturing industry (i.e. by importers and merchants 
and Government strategic and trading stocks) increased by about 
9 per cent. in the third quarter of 1957, At constant (fourth quarter 
1954) prices, this increase, which is partly seasonal, would be about 
13 per cent. This change can be largely attributed to increased stocks 
of timber and wool.

Hardware Trades Fair 


THE HARDWARE TRADES FAIR, 1958, will be held in four halls 
at the Central Hall and Royal Horticultural Halls, 
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~~ British Tractors on Show at 
* Smithfield lead World Markets 


Tri LARGEST EVER Smithfield and Agricultural Machinery Exhibi- 
tion opened at Earls Court, London, on Monday. The show covered 
more than 280,000 square feet of display space, housing more than 
1,600 live cattle, sheep and pigs — an all-time record entry — and an 
immense variety of agricultural machinery, especially tractors, of which 
Britain is now the world’s leading exporter. 

In addition to the live animals, each single one of which looked as 
immaculate as the highly polished and brightly painted farm machines, 
there were 416 beef, mutton, pork and bacon entries in the carcase 
section. With their coats cleaned and brushed to perfection, the 
animals looked truly representative of the finest meat producing 
pedigree stock throughout the United Kingdom. Equally, the 
machinery, from the hedge cutter to the heavy tractor, typified the 
most up-to-date mechanical aids and methods for the modern farmer 
at home and abroad. 

Buyers from abroad in groups and as individuals were to be seen 
at almost every turn. Their presence will no doubt contribute to the 
already encouraging figures for Britain’s exports of agricultural, 
tracklaying and horticultural tractors, issued by the Smithfield Show 
authorities this week. During the ten months ended October last, 
these totalled 95,618 anes valued at £48,598,145 compared with 
79,441 units worth £37,564,274 during the same period last year. 


World-Wide Demand for British Tractors 


This could be called the year of the new tractors at the show. Eight 
United Kingdom makers were showing between them nine new 
models, six of them wheeled and three of the crawler type. As the 
biggest world exporter of tractors, Britain has a decided advantage 
in that she can cater for demands from every overseas market and 
can supply tractors at the lowest ‘per horsepower’ cost of any manu- 
facturing country. 

Evidence of the widespread demand overseas not only for the tractors 
but the engines which drive them is provided in orders placed recently 
with F. Perkins Ltd., of Peterborough whose new Four 99 (TA) diesel 
engine (shown for the first time at Earls Court) by Epple-Buxbaum- 
Werke of Wels, Austria, who will fit the engines into their self-propelled 
combines. Thermaenius, the Swedish combine company, has also 
decided to fit the Four 99 in its 256 type self-propelled combine, and 
Fahr, a leading German manufacturer, displayed a Four 99 engine 
in its combine at the show. Three more combine manufacturers have 
standardized on Perkins engines for their equipment in Argentina 
where it is estimated that 6,000 Perkins diesel engines are now 
operating. 

These orders represent but a part of the vast export business now 
being carried on by the agricultural machinery industry in the United 
Kingdom. Speaking in London shortly before the show opened, Mr. 
Lionel Harper, Chairman of the Smithfield Show Joint Committee 
and managing director of Massey-Harris-Ferguson (Great Britain) 
Ltd., said that the industry was exporting tractors of low price and 
high "quality to over 100 different countries. ‘Since pre-war the exports 
of the industry have increased almost fifty-fold,’ he said; ‘Figures 
pre-war were £1,500,000 and in 1956 were over £70,000,000. Three 
out of every five units produced are exported. If the present pace 
continues, which appears more than likely, the total for 1957 will be be 
well over £100 million.” 


British Diesels Popular in Canada 


Mr.. Harper said that in the first seven months of 1957 new records 
were established in exports to no less than ten countries. In the 
Eastern Provinces of Canada and in British Columbia, British diesel 
tractors from three manufacturers located in the United Kingdom were 
proving so popular that a new fuel trend was being quickly established. 
Canadian farmers were showing a marked preference for. British 
diesels which were selling at lower prices delivered than tractors of 
similar horse-power from sources in the United States. 

Other new products in agricultural machinery included two new 
milking systems which provide the advantage of ‘cow to can’ milking, 
by means of a stainless steel pipeline direct from the cow in the stall, 
ee pee ane mae Conran eee nei) a 
newly developed potato eens opens up the soil, plants, 
fertilizes and covers with soil in continuous operation, claimed to

save up to one third of the fertilizer required; and a ‘safety-first night 
boot’ oe fitted with a 
reflector to warn approaching traffic 

A new technique of hormone ieiplinantion was shown, said to 
increase the weight of fattening steers by as much as 63 per cent. and 
lambs by anything up to 40 per cent. liveweight. There was a new 
rotary slasher for clearing scrub, bracken and overgrown ground by 
means of four flail chains rapidly rotating a few inches above the 
ground, and for the market gardener, a mobile greenhouse which 
can be pushed from one site to another. 

One of the highlights of the show was the Massey-Harris-Ferguson 
‘65° tractor. Capable of pulling a five-furrow mounted plough, this 
50-5 horse-power machine is claimed to be the most powerful in the 
world embodying the Ferguson system. The same company displayed 
an automatic potato planter with which one man can plant an acre of 
potatoes in one hour. 

Although at first sight, the array of machines of apparently unending 
variety painted in the brightest of red, orange, green or yellow seemed 
to overshadow all else, the main sightseeing attraction of the show 
was, as always, the live animals in the show ring. These magnificent 
beasts immaculately groomed, candidates for that feature of butchers’ 
shops at Christmas time — a prize rosette, brought a welcome breath 
of the country, of green fields and mountain pastures not otherwise 
much in evidence in London, S.W.5. 

The general air of prosperity was borne out in a report issued by 
the Smithfield Show Joint Committee which stated that total agri- 
cultural production in Britain now exceeds that of New Zealand, South 
Africa or even Australia and that the gross annual output of United 
Kingdom agricultural produce is £1,400 millions. The report added 
that production of grain crops last year was nearly double the average 
pre-war acreage; sugar beet production had almost doubled and the 
potato crop was still more than 50 per cent. above pre-war. According 
to Cambridge statistics, wheat yields are up by 35 per cent., barley 
by 24 per cent., and oats by 28 per cent. 

To complete the flourishing rural scene, there was a total livestock 
entry of 1,647 animals, competing for prizes valued at over £7,000. 
And if the crowds thronging between the stands and crowding around 
the prize rings on the opening day could be taken as an indication, it 
certainly looked as though a record crowd of visitors could be expected 
before the show closed today. 


Further Suspension of Iron and 
Steel Import Duties 


UNDER THE IMPORT DUTIES (Exemptions) (No. 6) Order, 1957, 
the import duties on blast furnace ferro-manganese and on a wide 
range of iron and steel products are suspended until March 18, 1958. 

Under the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 10) and (No. 12) 
Order, 1957, duties are suspended until September 18, ~ ag i 
plate and on cold reduced sheet of a value of less than £90 
After consultation with the Iron and Steel Board about the ae 
position, Her Majesty’s Government have decided to prolong until 
September 18, 1958, with some exceptions, the suspension of i import 
duties in respect of those other iron and steel products where duty is 
now suspended, The exceptions, on which duty will be restored on 
March 19, 1958, are blast furnace ferro-manganese and sheet (other 
than the cold reduced sheet already mentioned and wide hot rolled 
strip in coils). 

A new Order entitled the Import Duties (Exemptions) (No. 16) 
Order, 1957 (S.1. 1957, No. 2045), has therefore been made and will 
come into operation on March 19, 1958.

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Export Achievements of United 
Kingdom Firms 


Below is a further list of important export orders or contracts 
recently obtained by United Kingdom firms. The Board of Trade 
Journal will be pleased to consider other examples and to publish 
those of outstanding value or significance. 


Natural Gas Pipeline System in Lower Austria. Constructors 
John Brown Limited have been awarded a £1} million contract for 
the construction of a natural gas pipeline system in Lower Austria 
by Niogas, Niederosterreich Gasvertrieb A.G., the Lower Austria 
organization responsible for the distribution of gas fuel. The pipeline 
system will cover a total of 160 miles and Constructors John Brown 
will use the technical services of their American associates, Williams 
Bros. of ‘Tulsa, Oklahoma. Austrian sub-contractors will carry out a 
considerable part of the work and Austrian labour and equipment will 
be used. C.J.B. and Williams Brothers will supply the technicians 
with experience of modern, high-speed methods of pipeline laying 
and C.J.B. will supply some specialist construction equipment. The 
laying of the pipelines will begin immediately but will end about mid- 
December when winter conditions make it impossible to continue 
Construction will start again in early spring and the system should be 
completed by autumn, 1958. 


Conveyor Screening and Machinery Plant for Bokaro 
Colliery, India. Overseas Mining and Engineering Equipment 
Limited, of London, have been awarded the tender for supplying 
conveyor screening and machinery plant for the Bokaro Colliery, in 
India, The amount involved is £16,213. The contract has been won 
against strong German and Japanese competition and the firm is of 
opinion that the contract was awarded because of early delivery dates, 
erection by a local associate company and the utilization of local 
labour and belting. 


Switchgear, Power Transformers and Ancillary Equipment 
for Venezuela. South Wales Switchgear Limited, a wholly-owned 
subsidiary of Aberdare Cables (Holdings) Limited, have secured a 
contract for switchgear, power transformers and ancillary equipment 
for the North Terminal Pipe Line Scheme at Lake Maracaibo, 
Venezuela. The contract is of the order of £600,000 and comprises 
four major stations. One of the features of the contract is the provision 
of the package station equipment, both for 33,000 volt switchgear and 
6,900 volt switchgear of the outdoor type. South Wales Switchgear 
have developed a complete range of package station switchgear on 
American lines, which is finding considerable success abroad as well 
as in this country. 


Overseas Orders for Diesel Engines. An order for the new Four 
99 (TA) diesel engine, which is being shown for the first time at 
Smithfield Show, has been placed with F. Perkins Limited, the Peter- 
borough diesel engine manufacturers, by Epple-Buxbaum-Werke, of 
Wels, Austria. Thermaenius, the Swedish combine company, has 
already decided to fit the Four 99 im its 256 Type parmeesiet 
combine and Fahr, a leading German manufacturer is displaying 
Four 99 (TA) engine in its M.B.L. combine at Smithfield. F. Perkins 
also announce that a German and three Argentine manufacturers have 
placed initial orders for agricultural engines. It is estimated that 6,000 
Perkins diesel engines are now operating in Argentina. These include 
1,000 fitted as original equipment in combine harvesters and 18 
Argentine manufacturers in various patts of the country are taking 
Perkins engines as first equipment. 


Diesel Engines for Finland. Another bulk order for diesel engin 
for Finnish vehicles has been placed with Leyland Motors ison 
of Leyland, Lancashire. The new contracts call for 1,300 
valued at some £500,000, They are the latest in a series from Finlan 
which altogether now cover a total of more than 5,000 engines of 
Leyland manufacture,. Demand. for these engines in Britain and 
abroad has recently increased so rapidly that the production of these

units at Leyland factories has been stepped up by 35. per cent. during 
the past twelve months. Nearly’ £5 million worth of

Safety Colours in the Factory 


A NEW ATTACK on industrial accidents is heralded by the publication 
of the British Standards Institution’s recommendations on Safety 
Colours in Industry (B.S. 2929). The purpose of ptr recom- 
mendations is to establish throughout industry the use of a universal 
system of colours for the identification of hazards and safety equipment. 


As these recommendations are applied in factories, mines, shunting 
yards and other industrial installations, confusion which now 
exists through the use of a variety of different colour codes should 


the minds of workpeople certain colours and signs with particular 
types of hazards, an association of ideas which will not be upset 
should workers move to a different department in the same works 


or 
to a completely different factory or site. 
An International Code

agreement with the code of safety colours shortly to be recommended 


for world-wide adoption by the International Organization for 
Standardization. This international code, as it is taken up by other 
states, should help to safeguard workers moving from one country 


to another by establishing a universal and easily recognized safety- 
colour system. 


The new recommendations are extremely simple. The colours are: 
red, orange-yellow and green. (Advice is given in the standard on the 
selection of the right shades of these colours). 

Red has the meaning STOP. 


Orange-yellow means WARNING OF DANGER. 
Green is used to identify or locate safety equipment and safety 


routes. 

Contrasting colours are used with the three main colours to form 
patterns which make for easier visibility, particularly for colour-blind 
workers. Thus a red and white chequered pattern would be used for 
the door of a store containing petroleum spirit. 

Geometrical forms —a circle, triangle, or rectangle - may be used 
as part of a safety message, but the colour in which they are painted 
and their meaning will always be the same. A circle, for instance, is 
to be carried out in red (or red and white) and implies an order of some 
kind. 

Examples of the application of the standard safety colours are: 

RED for buttons, handles or wires to be used in an emergency to 
stop a machine; also for fire-fighting equipment; 

RED AND WHITE CHEQUERED PATTERN to indicate 
barricades and obstructions; 

ORANGE-YELLOW WITH BLACK DIAGONAL STRIPES

GREEN for fire and emergency exits.

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~ Imports of Goods Removed from 
~ O.G.L. in 1951 and 1952 


IN NOTICES TO IMPORTERS Nos. 804 and 820, and in corresponding 
Notices in earlier years the Board of Trade have announced half- 
yearly licensing arrangements for the import of certain goods removed 
from the Open General Licence in November 1951 and March 1952. 
In Notice to Importers No. 840 it is stated that with the exception 
of apples and pears, arrangements for the import of these goods will 
in future be announced annually. Accordingly, licences to import 
during 1958 will be issued within the total values shown in the 
, Schedule below and will be valid to December 31, 1958. (Licences 

for the import of fruit juices under quota No. 32a in the first half of 
the year have already been issued.) 

The abbreviated quota descriptions appearing in the Schedule 
cover the same goods as were admissible under these headings in the 
previous quota arrangements. Details of these goods were given in 
Notice to Importers No. 820. The licensing arrangements for oiled, 
waxed and other waterproof wrappings (quota No. 23), will be 
. announced separately. 

The quotas will in general be allocated on the same basis as in 
previous periods, but for imports of the goods covered by quotas 
numbers 25, 28, 32a, 60 and 63, applications from any traders interested 
in importing these goods will be considered. 

Apples. Notice to Importers No. 834, dated September 27, 1957, 
invited applications from qualified importers for licences to import 
apples in the first half of 1958, leaving the amount of the quota to be 
announced later. The amount of this quota will be £2,500,000, c.i.f. 

Pears. The value of the quota, covering the six months period to 
June 30, 1958, will be £230,000 c.i.f. 

General, Applications for licences should be made on Form I.L.B./A 
and must reach the Board of Trade, Import Licensing Branch, 43 
Marsham Street, London, S.W.1, not later than ten days after the 
date of this Notice. Traders-who wish to safeguard themselves against 
risk of loss of their applications in transmission should send them by 
‘registered post. On all application forms, pages 1 and 3 and the succeed- 
ing copies should be completed in full; on page 2 only question 4(a) 
need be answered. Applicants for licences to import fancy goods 
(quota No. 116) are asked to specify the particular class(es) of fancy 
goods in which they are interested and which they have previously

THE PROVISIONAL INDEX of Production for September 1957, 
prepared by the Central Statistical Office, is 140, seasonally corrected. 
This is 14 points higher than the average figure for July and August. 
In October it is estimated at 137-138; output was affected by the 
influenza epidemic which reached its peak in October. 

Manufacturing output in September, seasonally corrected, was 
nearly 2 points above the average for July and August and 2} per cent. 
higher than a year earlier. 

In the holiday months of July and August, for which most detailed 
figures are now available, manufacturing output was 2 points up on a 
year earlier, the main contributors being vehicles (up 9 per cent.), 


chemicals (up 3 per cent.) and the paper and printing group (up 3 per 
cent.), but output of non-metalliferous mining manufactures (mainly 
building materials) and wood and cork manufactures was down by 
5 per cent.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Thursday November 28 


Imports of Dutch Bulbs 


‘The President of the Board of Trade, Sir David Eccles, was asked 
whether, in view. of the desirability of providing for the greatest 
possible interchange of trade between Great Britain and Holland, 
afrangements could now be made to do away with the quota, recently 
reimposed, on the importation of Dutch flower bulbs into this country; 
and if he proposed, as a matter of general policy, to press forward 
as.capidly as possible with all reductions in trade barriers between 
this country and Europe where practical and desirable, or to maintain 
these barriers with a view to giving Great Britain a better bargaining 
position when the principles of European free trade were agreed. 

(He replied that Government policy was to remove the remaining 
import controls as quickly as the balance of payments permitted but 
he regretted he could not remove the restrictions on imports of Dutch 
flower bulbs at present. The quota for this year was £3,200,000. 


Price of Cathode Tubes 


Asked to state the reduction in the retail price of television cathode 
tubes since the manufacturers announced in October 1956 that they 
were abandoning price control, the President said that as far as he 
knew, there had not been any major changes. 


Applications for Factories from Foreign Firms 


The President was asked if he would give an assurance that no 
financial assistance would be given by his department to foreign 
firms seeking to establish themselves in Great Britain if such firms 
yam competing with British interests, especially Scottish 

rms. 

He replied that applications from foreign firms for Government- 
financed factories to be provided under the Distribution of Industry 
Acts were considered on their merits. The tests were whether a firm 
would contribute to employment in the area and to the strength of 
the local and national economy. 


Copying of British Wrappings 

A Member asked if the President would take steps to protect 
British manufacturers and exporters from unfair competition arising 
out of the use by Japanese firms of wrappings which were precise 
copies of those designed and used by British manufacturers. 

He replied that United Kingdom law and the law of most countries, 
including Japan, provided means by which manufacturers could 
protect themselves against unfair competition of this kind, particularly 
when their trade marks or registered designs had been copied. Ina 
number of cases of copying by factories in Japan, the authorities and 
teade associations there had taken effective action; and the Govern- 
ment were always prepared to take up such cases with them. 


Location of Industry and Redundancy 

The President was asked what proposals he had in mind for the 
modification of the present location of industry policy; and, in par- 
ticular areas where redundancy was threatened, what new measures 
of assistance were contemplated. 

‘I am satisfied that our existing policy and powers are appropriate 
to the needs of the situation,’ the President replied. 


Exports of Machine Tools 


A questioner asked if the President was aware that British firms 
were prevented from exporting to Russia types of machine tools less 
advanced than those now being imported into this country from 
Czechoslovakia and Eastern Germany; and whether he would 
reconsider these restrictions in the light of the machine tool industry's 
need for additional export business. 

He was also asked on what technical advice from outside his depart- 
ment he drew up the list published in the Board of Trade Journal in 
June of 40 classes of machine tools embargoed for export to Russia 
and a further ten classes subject to quantitative limitation. 

. Replying, the President said the list was based on the recommenda- 
tions of the Paris Consultative Group. He was aware that a small 


number of tools of the types listed had been imported from Czecho- 
slovakia, though he would not agree that they were more advanced in 
design than our own product. “We do our best to avoid marginal 
anomalies of this kind and next time the current arrangements for 
machine tools are reviewed in the Paris Group we will discuss this 
case with the other members,’ he added. 


Flammability of Fabrics 


Asked when he expected to implement proposals for the indication 
of the flammability of fabrics, the President said the British Standards. 
Institution was at present engaged in the preparation of a standard 
for flame-resistant . fabrics. Complex technical considerations were 
involved and it would be unwise to press for hasty conclusions, Once 
that standard was available, he hoped to be able to make corresponding 
amendments to the Regulations under the Fabrics (Misdescription).. 
Act, 1913. 


Flick Knives 


Questioned as to the trades in which flick knives were used, and 
the numbers imported into this country during this year, with the 
countries of origin, the President said the knives were used by fisher- 
men, seamen, farmers, butchers, cobblers, blacksmiths and electricians. 
Flick knives were not separately distinguished in the trade statistics. 


Falling Prices of Raw Materials and Minerals 


The President was asked if he was aware that for some time now 
world raw material and mineral prices had been falling; that imports 
of these basic raw materials were costing less; and what action he had 
taken, or proposed to take, by price control or otherwise, to ensure 
that the lower prices were passed on to the British public by cheaper 
prices of the various manufactured goods. 


He replied: ‘Yes, Sir. In time lower raw material costs will have 
their effect on prices, but the costs of processing, manufacture and 
distribution in this country have in general a much greater effect on 
final prices than the cost of imported raw materials.’ 


Disposal of Government Flax Mills 


Asked whether he had now disposed of all the Government flax 
mills; how many of the factory premises were now being used; and 
how many were unoccupied and idle, the President said that of the 
ten Government flax factories in operation when it was decided to 
discontinue the Home Flax Scheme, nine had been closed and the 
tenth would close in March next. Of the nine factories, five had been 
sold, one had been sold subject to completion of contract, and 
negotiations were proceeding for the sale of the other three.

77th Statistical Abstract 


Tue 77TH EDITION of the ‘Statistical Abstract for the Common- 
wealth and Sterling Area’ was published on Tuesday for the Board 
of Trade by H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
and branches, price 22s. 6d., by post 23s» 11d. 

This publication brings together in one volume the basic.trade 
statistics of Commonwealth and Sterling Area countries up to 1956. 
In addition to analysis’ of imports and exports for each country, 
summary tables provide a background showing the trade of the area 
as a whole and aspects of other important related subjects such as 
production and consumption, prices of major ‘sterling exports and 
indices of the value and volume of trade. 

For the first time tables are included showing the balance of pay- 
ments of each of the main Commonwealth countries, direction of 
trade and commédity analysis for the non-Commonwealth sterling 


countries and the commodity pattern of United Kingdom trade | 


according to the Standard International Trade: Classification. 


Details of trading partners, grouped to show trade with other 
sterling area, dollar area, O.B;E;C. countries; ete. are given for nearly 
all Commonwealth countries for the years 1953 to 1956 and com- 
modity analysis for the years 1954 to 1956. For 39 countries, represent- 
ing in 1956 about 85 per cent. of Commonwealth trade, the tables 
are compiled according to the Standard International Trade Classi- 
fication, .This. information -has been summarized under Section 
headings (0-9) and important divisions of each section, e.g. textile 
yarns and fabrics, base metals, machinery and. transport equipment, 
etc. Comparable totals are given for 1955 which show that the increases 
in imports were mainly in mineral fuels, base metals and machinery. 
Reference to the individual country tables shows that a large part of 
this increase has been taken by Canada whose total imports amounted 
in 1956 to £2,074 million (imports of machinery other than electric, 
and of iron and steel rose by £97-8 million and £67 million respect- 
ively) against £1,711 million in 1955. Imports into India rose by 
21 per cent. from £505. million in 1955 to £610 million in 1956 but 
imports into Australia fell by 11 per cent. from £688 million in 1955 
to £610 million in 1956. 


For the majority of the individual commodity tables main pela ex ES 
and markets are specified, thus showing the position of the United 
Kingdom in relation to her main competitors. Summary tables 
show that the total trade of the Commonwealth rose by 7 per — 
Inter-Commonwealth imports, which were practically 
actual value, were 2 per cent. less of total imports than in 1955. 
Inter-Commonwealth exports which rose by about £100 million in 
actual value were also 2 per cent. less of total exports than last year. 
Many of the Abstract summary tables for sterling area trade are 
brought up to date every three months in the Board of Trade Journal.

Nitrogen Production in the United States 


The Organisation for European Economic Co-operation observed 
that many countries which used to import nitrogen from the O.E.E.C.

Producers are therefore anxious to find new outlets in the home 
market, and especially to encourage the industrial use of nitrogen.

New Zealand’s Expanding Economy Offers Growing 
Market for United Kingdom Exports

THE NEW ZEALAND market merits the closest attention, not only 
because of its size and importance to the United Kingdom, but 
because it is growing fast. New Zealand’s imports in the post-war 
period have continued at a high and generally rising level, but the 
emphasis is movins, gradually away from consumer to capital goods. 
It is in the supply of plant, materials and transport equipment that 
United Kingdom «porters will find the most rewarding opportunities 
for expansion. 

New Zealand is a great trading nation and her people enjoy a very 
high standard of living. The gross national product in the year ended 
March 31, 1957, was £1,014 million,* or about £465 per head. The 
value of her overseas trade in 1956, with imports at £235 million 
and exports at £275 million, was about £234 per head—a level 
rivalled only by Canada. The United Kingdom supplied about 
54 per cent. of the imports, and New Zealand was her sixth largest 
customer. 

In the decade ended March 1956, New Zealand’s population 
increased by 417,000 (24 per cent.) and by 1974 will be 3 million — an 
increase of over 50 per cent. in less than 25 years. Production and 
trade have more than kept pace; over the last ten years the value of 
the gross national product has risen by about 150 per cent. and the 
volume of imports by over 60 per cent. The level of investment has 
been very high as is shown by figures for gross capital investment

The high rate of capital formation, both in the 
private sector, will have to be maintained if the great increase in 
population is to be absorbed without any lowering of living standards. 
The country’s economy must expand to provide employment for the 
growing labour force. Production in agriculture and manufacturing

must increase to provide the goods needed to meet soaring’ | 


internal demand and to pay for the swelling flow of imports. The 
expansion of industry and agriculture is primarily the responsibility 
of the private sector but it is not possible without ample power nor 
can the larger volume of goods entering into internal and external trade 
be handled without increasing the capacity of railways and roads and : 
ports — for these the Central Government and Local Authorities are 
responsible. The purpose of this article is to consider briefly the. 
probable nature and scope of these developments and their significance 
for the export trade of the United Kingdom.

is even faster; the generating capacity is 1,200,000 kW., the 
Government has a programme involving capital expenditure 
of £256 million up to 1969-70 by the State Hydso-Electrie Depart- 
ment, and projects with a capacity of 1,276,000 kW. are under con- 
struction. 

Much of this development is, as in the past, based on water power. 
Work is in progress on three hydro-electric projects in the North 
Island with a combined capacity of about 200,000 kW.; in the South 
Island generating plant with a capacity of 160,000 kW. has been 
ordered for the second stage of the Roxburgh project, and work has 
begun on the 480,000 kW. Benmore scheme on the Waitaki River, 
to be completed in 1965, and followed by two further projects in the 
Waitaki basin, each with a capacity of 200,000 kW. planned for 
completion by 1971. 

In the North Island, water is being supplemented by other sources 
of power. A conventional 180,000 kW. thermal power station is now 
being built at Mercer on the Waikato coalfields but more important 
and interesting is the use of geothermal steam, of which there are 
vast underground supplies in the volcanic area in the centre of the 
Island. The first geothermal station at Wairakei will be commissioned 
in 1958, the Government has approved the second stage which will 
raise its capacity from 69,000 kW. to 150,000 kW. and a third stage 
of 100,000 kW. is likely. Successful borings have been made at other 
sites, and further expansion may be possible. These thermal power 
stations will operate at a high load factor — to provide for peak loads 
a gas turbine station with a capacity of 100,000 kW. is to be built 
near Wellington, and tenders for the plant have been invited. 

These projects will not meet the ever-growing North Island 
demand for power. The South Island, however, has reserves of water 
power in excess of its needs, and so it is planned to connect the two 
by submarine power cable across Cook Strait. This interesting scheme 
is the largest of its type planned anywhere; the initial connection will 
be a single cable carrying 600,000 kW. of direct current at 220 kV., 
laid in time to carry power from Benmore in 1965. British consultants

to increase, and recent technical developments have reduced the 
heavy initial cost of electrification. 


The railways carry the bulk of the country’s freight traffic, but 
the highways also play an important part. In the post-war period, 
expenditure on construction and improvement has been heavy, and 
is likely to continue so. The proceeds of vehicle, petrol and highways 
taxation are ear-marked for roadmaking, and the National Roads Board 
and local authorities are spending over £16 million yearly on State 
and main highways. Urban roads, too, must be developed — Auckland 
plans to spend £15 million over 12 years beginning in 1958, on the 
building of urban motorways. Most of this work is done by local 
contractors, but there are a few exceptional projects —- such as the 
Auckland Harbour Bridge, now being built by British contractors, 
and the proposed road tunnel between Christchurch and its port of 
Lyttelton, for which detailed plans are being prepared — that offer 
scope for overseas contractors. With few exceptions, contractors’ plant 
must be imported as must steel for reinforcements and bridges and the 
United Kingdom is the chief supplier. 

Development of the country’s overseas ports is continuous and 
frequently involves major construction. At Bluff French contractors 
are building the first stage of a new harbour at a cost of £3-5 million — 
the United Kingdom is supplying the constructional steel, the steel 
piling and much of the plant. At Auckland, tenders are soon to be 
invited for two new two-berth wharves costing about {2-3 million 
each. At about the same time, work will begin on new tanker berthage 
in the upper harbour — the first stage will cost £2 million. American 
and French contractors have carried out some of these large projects 
which offer obvious opportunities for British construction firms who 
have hitherto shown regrettably little interest in them. Much of the 
development is, however, less spectacular though probably larger in 
total. All harbour boards are engaged in building or rebuilding of 
wharves, in dredging channels or improving facilities for handling 
ships and cargo. This work must continue and will probably be stepped 
up. Valuable orders have been, and will continue to be, placed for tugs 
and dredges, dockside and mobile cranes, forklift trucks and other 
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mechanical devices. The United Kingdom has hitherto obtained 
the bulk of this business. 


In the foreseeable future as in the past, New Zealand’s prosperity 
will be based on her grasslands from which come the pastoral products 
that account for some 90 per cent. of her export earnings. But the 
typical New Zealander is a townsman, not a farmer. More than half 
the people live in the ten main urban centres and only one worker in 
six is employed in farming. In the ten years ended April 1957, the 
labour force increased by about 120,000 to 823,000 — only 3,000 of 
these new workers were absorbed by the primary industries. It is 
estimated that between 1956 and 1975 the labour force will grow by 
360,000, and it has been authoritatively suggested that only 30,000 
of these can be employed in the primary industries. But it has, never- 
theless, been calculated that agricultural production must increase 
at the rate of about 2 per cent. yearly to provide for internal needs 
and export requirements. Relatively little new land can be brought 
into production and most of this increase will have to be achieved by 
more intensive use of land already farmed and by improving the present 
high standard of farming. This will calb for large investment in plant 
and materials, much of which will have to be imported. 

In the post-war period the great majority of new workers have béen 
taken up by the service industries, building and construction, public 
utilities and administration, but between 1947 and 1957 27,000 w went 
into manufacturing industry which has expanded very rapidly over 
the past 20 years. In the ten years ended 1955-56, the value of factory 
production, excluding the processing of primary products, increased 
by over £100 million to £164 million, while the index for volume of 
production rose from 136 to 250 (Base: 1938-39 = 100). The service 
industries, public utilities and building will certainly absorb the 
greater part of the increase from 1956 to 1975 but it has 
been calculated that manufacturing industry must provide for 125,000. 
This forecast may prove wrong (though it has been widely accepted 
it has also been questioned), but undoubtedly a considerable propor- 
tion of the extra workers will have to be employed, if at all, in manu- 
facturing industry end so it is to be expected that the policy of 
promoting and fostering it which has been followed since the 30’s 
will continue.

THe TEXT of a new trade agreement between France and Denmark, 
valid from October 1, 1957, to September 30, 1958, was published 
in the French Moniteur Officiel du Corvnerce et de [Industrie of 
October 19.

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Registration of British Trade 
Marks in China 


THE FOLLOWING additional and amcnding information should be 
noted in connection with a notice regarding the registration of trade 
marks in China published in the Board of Trade Journal on March 16, 
1957 (page 590): 


1. The registration fee is 20 yuan and not 50 yuan in respect of each trade 
mark. ~ printing charge of 1 yuan 50 cents has been abolished. 

2. An agency fee of 100 yuan in respect of each trade mark is payable to 
the China Committee for the Promotion of International Trade. This 
fee should be remitted to the Committee at the time of sending insiruc- 
tions to proceed with the application. 


3. The China Committee are also prepared to handle translations and their 
fees are from 10 to 15 yuan per 1,000 words. For translations of under 
500 words no fee would be charged. 


4. The following arrangements have now been made in connection with 
the legalization of documents ope by the Chinese authorities: 
Documents, such as Powers of Attorney executed before a Notary 
Public, ‘Certificates of Nationality’ and affidavits executed before a 
Commissioner for Oaths, should be legalized at the Home Office (or 
Scottish Home Department in respect of documents emanating from 
Scotland), then at the Foreign Office and finally at the office of the 
Chinese Charge d’Affaires at 49/51 Portland Place, London, W.1. No 
fee is chargeable by the Home Office ne a fee of 14s. Od. for each 
document is chargeable for the Foreign Office legalization. When 
forwarding documents to the Home ce, firms should, therefore, 
enclose a crossed cheque drawn in favour of the Finance Officer, 
Foreign Office, with the request that after legalization the documents 
ee be transmitted, sss with the cheque, to the Foreign Office. 
regards companies, the Companies Registration Offices for 
Evplandl Scotland and Northern Ireland have agreed to issue the 
normal Certificate of Incorporation so amended as to stress the 
nationality of the company concerned.

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Debt Settlement and Trade 
Arrangements with Argentina 


HER MAJESTY’S GOVERNMENT signed an Agreement in Buenos 
Aires on November 25 with Argentina covering the repayment of the 
£19 million advanced to Argentina under the Anglo-Argentine 
Trade and Payments Agreement of 1955. The Agreement provides 
for these advances to be repaid in nine instalments ending in June 
1965. The Agreement gives effect, as far as the United Kingdom is 
concerned, to the general principles for a debt settlement which were 
accepted by Argentina’s European creditors in the course of dis- 
cussions held in Paris during 1956 (Board of Trade Journal, June 9, 
1956, page 880). Agreements embodying these principles were signed 
at the same time by other European creditors, the Federal Republic 
of Germany, Italy, France and the Netherlands. 


At the same time the Argentine Government signed Trade’ and 
Payments Agreements with ten European countries (Austria, Belgium, 
Denmark, France, Germany, Italy, the Netherlands, Norway, Sweden 
and Switzerland) with which Argentina has agreed to conduct her 
trade and payments on multilateral principles. No such agreement 
was necessary in the case of the United Kingdom as the system, in 
which the United Kingdom is, of course, a participant, involves no 
change in United Kingdom policy. The United Kingdom representa- 
tives have explained to the Argentines that the United Kingdom will 
continue to accord imports from Argentina treatment not less 
favourable than that accorded to imports from any other foreign 
country. Argentina, for her part, has said that her import and export 
policy towards the United Kingdom will be non-discriminatory. 


Principles of Debt Settlement

Japan — annuities totalling the following amounts:

Import Restrictions Relaxed in 
Papua and New Guinea 


SOME RELAXATIONS have been announced in the import restrictions 
on goods imported into Papua and New Guinea from countries other 
than Australia, as from December 1. There will be overall increases 
in the quotas for goods in Categories A, B and C. Details are given 
below, 


Increase in C.1.F. Loading 
The permissible loading on f.o.b. prices to cover c.i.f. charges will be 
increased from 10 per cent. to 15 per cent. 


Transfer of Certain Goods to Different Categories 

Tractors, agricultural and dairy machinery, and resins have been trans- 
ferred from the Administrative Category to Category A, and trade goods 
from Category B to Category A. Structural iron and steel, and metals and 
metal manufactures have been transferred from Category A to Category B. 
Axes and household utensils for the native people have been transfe: 
from Category A to the Administrative Category. 
Licensing Period 

The licensing period will be extended from three months to four, as from 
December 1. 
Special Quotas 

Special quotas will be granted, under strict control, to new wholesale 
importers, independently established. 


Details of Quota Levels and Increases 

Carecory A: Quotas will be based on 100 per cent. of imports in 1954/55, 

plus an overall increase of 25 per cent. 

Goods in this category include motor vehicles, tractors and parts, 
agricultural and dairy machinery, bicycles, nails, screws, pumps, resins, 
wire fencing and other types of wire, adding and computing machines, 
typewriters, textiles (including piece goods), and trade goods including 

ads. 

Catecory B: Quotas will be 90 per cent. of imports in 1954/55, plus an 
overall increase of 15 per cent. 

This category includes clothing not elsewhere shown, batteries and 
accumulators, manufactured tobacco, cigarettes, whisky, rubber manu- 
factures, metals and metal manufactures, firearms, paints and varnishes, 
household and cooking utensils (not elsewhere included), lamps and 
lampware, plated ware, furniture, matches, structural iron and steel, 
timepieces, toilet preparations, torches and bulbs, paper and paper 
manufactures, and photographic goods. 

Catecory C: Quotas will be based on 75 per cent. of imports in 1954/55, 
plus an overall increase of 10 per cent. 

This category includes foodstuffs, non-essential imports, and other 
items which are readily obtainable from Australia. 

Arsene ae CaTBGORY 
will be on the basis of essential requirements. The 1954/55 
level may be exceeded if it is proved to be necessary. 

This category includes prefabricated metal buildings, mining machinery, 
motive power machinery, cement, chemicals, petrol, oils and lubricants, 
aircraft and aircraft parts, sewing machines, axes, 
and tools, surgical and dental instruments and appliances, cotton wool and

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Import Regulations for Seeds 
and Plants 


THE CANADIAN Department of National Revenue, Customs Division, 
have issued Memorandum Series D. No. 35 (2nd Revision), covering 
the importation of seeds into Canada. 


Seed of cereal grains, forage crops, lawn or turf grasses, field roots, 
garden vegetables, or other kinds of seed prescribed by the regulations, 
shall not be imported into Canada for the purpose of seeding or for 
selling or offering for sale for seeding, unless they conform to the 
provisions of the Seeds Act and the regulations thereunder. 


The Collector at the port of entry shall forward in an approved 
container to the District Supervisor, Plant Products Division, a 
representative sample of each lot of each kind of imported seed with 
the required details regarding each sample. The size of the sample 
shall be the quantity shown opposite each kind of seed listed in 
Schedule A, attached to the Memorandum. 


The Collector, after the samples have been taken and submitted 
to the District Supervisor, shall, at the importer’s expense, hold each 
importation of seed in bond unless and until the Seed Inspector 
authorizes its release to the importer or it is delivered to the importer 
under bond given on the approved form. When the latter, the amount 
of the bond shall be the invoiced value of the seed plus the duty 
applicable. 


On being advised by the inspector that a particular lot of bonded 
seed has failed to meet the requirements of the Seeds Act and the 
regulations thereunder, after the importer has had reasonable time 
to correct the same (which, except in the case of sugar beets, shall 
not exceed six months), the Collector shall order the importer to 
remove the seed from Canada or destroy it under Customs supervision, 
in either case at the importer’s expense, Should the importer fail to 
comply promptly the collector shall notify the inspector in order 
that the necessary action can be taken. 

Seed for cleaning or processing, screenings or weed seed of any 
kind or specie (See Schedule B, attached to the Memorandum), 
are prohibited importation, except by authority in writing from the 
Plant Products Division. Any seed, the importation of which into 
any other country has been refused, is prohibited importation, except 
that any seed that was grown in Canada may be returned to Canada. 


Red Clover Seed 


No red clover seed of United Kingdom origin in containers shall 
be imported into Canada unless each container contains not less than 
1 per cent. of such seed stained black. However, no staining is required 
where the red clover is of a named variety licensed for sale in Canada, 
and imported into Canada, or offered for sale in that country, in 
containers carrying the tags and seals of a non-Canadian certifying 
agency, acceptable to the Chief, Plant Products Division, or the 
interagency certification tags issued by the Plant Products Division. 
The staining of red clover shall be done with a suitable unwashable 
dye of the prescribed colour and to the degree required, in thorough 
mixture, by the consignor, before shipment to Canada, or by the 
preuleny at his own expense, under the direction of the Collector of 

ustoms. 


Varieties not Eligible for Sale in Canada 

Seed or plants of ‘varieties not eligible for sale in Canada but which 
are for seeding by the importer or for the production of seed for export, 
other than wheat and barley, may be imported subject to the following 
requirements : 

(a) At the time of importation the importer shall furnish the Collector 
of Customs with a signed statement, in triplicate, in the form of a 
statutory declaration establishing that: 

(i) The seeds or plants being imported are for the use of the importer 
and not for sale; 

(ii) The seeds of plants produced from the said seeds or plants will 
not be sold to any person in Canada and that their production, 
distribution and disposal will be only as authorized by an inspector. 

(b) The Collector of Customs shall forward two copies of the statement 

of the importer to the District Supervisor, Plant Products Division, 
into whose district the seeds or plants are to be imported.

Fires in Ships 
AT LEAST 130 fires are reported annually im British ships and once 
in a while the fire gets the upper hand and the ship is destroyed. 
Stories of some recent fires, together with conclusions about the 
causes and their prevention, are contained in ‘Fires in Ships,’ an 
illustrated booklet issued by the Ministry of Transport and Civil 
Aviation for seafarers in merchant ships and fishing*vessels and for 
all those concerned with the designing, building and running of these 
ships, The Ministry hopes that attention to the lessons of this booklet 
will reduce the toll of loss and damage for which fires are responsible. 

The text is based on the Ministry’s record of casualties to United 
Kingdom ships which have involved fire. The booklet has been 
produced by the Central Office of Information, which also com- 
missioned the illustrations.
